EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

interconnected sound recorder, said sound recorder having a ring detector to activate 
the sound recorder, the sound recorder for storing received sound, an audio amplifier, 
and an and gate interconnected between the sound recorder and the audio amplifier, 
the AND gate having a first connection to the timer mechanism and a second 
connection to sound recorder, wherein the AND gate adapted to activate the amplifier 
upon the activation from both the timer mechanism and sound recorder.
